AKIION, O., Oct. ].—Early yesterday 


morning a collision occurred ono mile 
east of Kent on the New York, Penn- 
sylvania & Ohio railroad. The second 
division of freight train No. 85, going 
80 miles an hour, ran into the sixth sec- 
tion of passenger train No. 8, which 
was making the same time. The pas- 
senger train was the Michigan section 
of the Olin family excursion, members 
of which were going- to the national re- 
union of their kindred at liennington, 
Vt. Many other Michigan people took 
advantage of tho low rate to visit 
friends in the east 
It was a foggy 


night and the collision occurred on a 
long fill thirty feet high in tho middle 
of which was a "bridge sixty feet long 
over tho Pittsburgh & Western tracks. 
Part of the passenger train was in the 
bridge when the crasli caua1. The en- 
gines plowed into each oilier and 
reared high in the air, and th« cars on 
each side crushed together like card- 
board. 


Win. Maxwell, of Meadville, travel- 


ing Engineer of the second division 
who was riding in the passenger engine 
hud started back over the tender just 
before the collision, lie was caught 
between tlie tender and tho baggage 
car and was ground into a jelly, one 
leg being torn off and thrown down the 
bank. 


Engineer C. K. Brown, of Meadville, 


who was on the freight, and Passenger 
Engineer V. II. Nichols, of the same 
place, jumped and saved their lives. 


Fireman Stephens, of tlie passenger 


train followed suit and was badly hurt 
in tumbling down the embankment, 


Fireman Clayton Glass, of Meadville, 


was caught in the wreck and crushed 
to death. 


Tlie passenger train consisted of five 


sleepers, five day coache.8 and a bag- 
gage- cur 
The latter and first day 


coach were jammed into bits, and the 
occupants wcro buried in the debris. 
The second day coach was badly 
wrecked, seats and 
timbers being 


heaped up almost to the coiling in the 
center of tlie coach. Thu rear portion 
was kept almost intact but jammed 
Into tlie forward portion of tlie third 
iluy coach, which was lifted oft the 
tracks and pushed sky ward at an angle 
of 'IB degrees. Tlie second day coach 
was occupied by women and children. 
Mrs. WiHougliby Deway, of Kichland, 
Mich., aged 45, who sat in the forward 
pui't of tlie coach, met instant death, 
the heavy ' rnbers crushing her head. 
Other passengers wore buried in tho 
promiscuous pile of seats and timbers. 


The stove was overturned and the 


timbers took liro, tlie ilames bursting 
out in an instant. Shrieks of women 
and children, who were wedged in close 
lo the burning ears, summoned work- 
ers to that part of tho wreck, and a 
score of men were soon culling a way 
though the debris. 


Mrs. Alice'M. Scdgwick, with both 


legs broken lay close to the red-hot 
slove, pushing against it with all her 
might to keep it from crushing and 
burning her little daughter, who lay 
jusl by her. Tho mother's clothing 
was burnud oft, and ona side of her 
body was roasted. Close to her lay 
Laura Vim Ankon, a frail girl of 11, 
who wivs doing a like service for her 
mother, laying almost under the slovc, 
her anus pinioned and broken. 


lircaking inlo the car from the rear, 


tho men brought water from the drink- 
ing tanks and passed it to tlie impris- 
oned women, 
In five minutes tlie 


woodwork was drenched, and tlie flro 
was cheated of its prey. For a half 
hour more the men worked Ilka Tro- 
ians, lifting out women, and children, 
many of them with legs aud arms 
dangling helplessly. 


As fnst as taken out tlie injured were 


transferred to sleeping ears and taken 
back to Kent. The Keverc hotel and 
several near-by houses were at once 
thrown 
open, 
and 
Drs. Sherman, 


Evans and Davis, of Kent, and Rail- 
road Surgeon Lasbell, of Mendville. be- 
gan sotting broken bones and binding 
up wounds.

Superintendent J. S. Matson, who 


went from Moadville to investigate the 
accident, says that the blame rests 
with the crew of the freight train. 
They had instructions to wait at Ra- 


ima until the sixth section of the ex- 


cursion train passed. 


Conductor B. C. Oirt, of the freight, 


claims that no lights were on the fifth 
section to indicate that a section was to 
follow. The collision happened about 
2:10 yesterday morning. In a few min- 
utes more the freight would have omade 
the Kent siding and the accident would 
have been avoided.

CLKVELAND, Oct. 1.—A telegram 


states that twenty-two persons are 
thought to have been more or less in- 
jured in the railroad wreck near Kent, 
O., yesterday.

Irwin has succeeded in escaping from 
the prison once and nearly escaped the 
second time. 
Hulli1. an was the leader 


of the late conspiracy to escape.

brother is now awaiting trial for hav- 
ing furnished weapons with which the 
guards were to have been murdered in 
the attainpt to escape. By transfer* 
ring these prisoners to Folsom, Warden 
Hale will get rid of the troublesome 
element, and break up the gang of con- 
spirators who have made his life a bur- 
den for months past

trip from San Qucntin to Folsom.

sultory and Aimless Existence. 


The Suicide ot Gran. Boulimger. 


I/ONDO», Oct 1.—The suicide of Gen. 


Boulanger caused a tremendous sensa- 
tion here. Although the general had 
long1 ceased to be a lion in London so- 
ciety, yet his personality was suffi- 
ciently familiar to Englishmen for 
them to feel more interest in the man 
than if he had been a stranger to these 
shores. It is said, that only three 
weeks ago, Boulanger made an appeal 
for 
funds 
to 
the 
Count 
of 


Paris and received no reply. The 
count it 
appears was never 
able 


to 
forgive Gen. Boulanger 
for 


permitting 
his 
conneetiou 
with 


the 
Boulanger 
conspiracy 
to 
be 


exposed "to the world, and for a long 
time past he has refused to have any 
connection with the exiled ex-minister. 
The Duchess cl'Uses, notwithstanding 
the extravagant manner in which Bou- 
langer lavished the money she had 
given or loaned to him for his political 
schemes, has more than once recently 
sent him small donations, and it is said 
tbat she never entirely lost confidence 
in the general's future. She is said to 
be more displeased with the Count of 
Paris than with Boulanger, and she 
claims that the royal pretender ought 
to have recompensed her f--om his im- 
mense fortune for a portion of the 
money she expended in his interest. 


But although Gen. Boulanger was 


undoubtedly closer to poverty than he 
had been for many years, yet the evi- 
dence indicates that this was not one 
of his principal motives for suicide. 
Since the death of Madame Bonnemain 
he has been deeply despondent. He 
seemed to have lost all his vigor and to 
be ^living in a desultory and aimless 
fashion. He would pass whole days in 
a morose silence from which his niece 
and other friends vainly sought to 
arouse him. He was even seen to shed 
tears, while he gazed continually at a 
photograph of his dend mistress. In- 
stead of overcoming this feeling with 
the lapse of time, he ha« yielded to it 
more and more. His ambition forsook 
him and of late he has seemed to take 
no interest in French politics. About 
the smallest incident he used to show 
the 
most lively 
interest. 
His sui- 


cide, therefore, Is not a surprise to his 
intimates, although sudden and sensa- 
tional to the public. His desk is said 
to contain papers regarding his inten- 
tion to commit suicide, and it is' stated 
also that important papers were found 
in his pocket. Those are all in the 
hands of the police, but will probably 
be given for publication. 


The stories of the suicide in the Lon- 


don evening papers are meager, but 
they are accompanied by long sketches 
of Gen. Boulanger's public career. 


Oen. Boul&nger'B Death. 


PAUIS, Oct. 1.—The suicide of Gen. 


Boulanger has caused a tremendous sen- 
sation. The obituaries in the newspa- 
pers do not reflect upon his political 
career, except that in Le Journal Des 
Debats which says: "Gen. Boulanger 
knew the intoxication of tlie wildest 
and noisiest popularity. 
Tt was Bou- 


langer who said that the weakness of 
one too often influenced the decision of 
another. His end fully justifies that 
dictum. He had not the courage to 
survive her who sacrificed herself for 
him."

Boulanger left a will and a 


political testament in his desk. It is

Advancing Prices of Food In Germany. 


LONDON, Oct. 1.—A Berlin dispatch 


says that horse llesh has advanced to 
three times tho ordinary price, beinpr 
now nearly equal in cost to beef. 
There is a great demand for horses for 
alang-hter, and considerable prejudice 
fs being roused by a retired cavalry of- 
ficer in Brandenburg who sold to the 
butcher a veteran animal that had 
born him on the field of Sedan in the 
campaip-n against France. The fact 
becoming known, the people of the 
vicinity absolutely refuse to buy from 
the butcher who killed the horse. 


All kinds of provisions are rising1 in 


Germany, anjd there is considerable dis- 
tress in the industrial centers. 


The German authorities are deter- 


mined not to permit Jews to be in- 
sulted with impunity. At Leipsic an 
anti-Jewish agitator named Thcdor 
Fritsch insulted a Jew named Wert- 
baur. The doctor made a complaint to 
Che police and Fritsch was arrested and 
sentenced to three weeks'- imprison- 
ment. The sentence has had a calming- 
effect on Jew baiters.

an eccentric woman named Cabouret, 
has left SI,000,000 to any Frenchman 
who penetrates farther than anyone 
has gone into the wild* of Africa with 
500 or more compatriots, on the condi- 
tion that one half of the caravan re- 
turns ' safely.

at the New St. Kick. 


James Lanx, the 14-year-old son of Mr. 


and Mrs. Oharlea Lanx, had a remark- 
able escape from instant death at 1 
o'clock this afternoon at the new St. 
Nicholas Hotel, The steam oable ele 
vator runs to the top of the new build- 
ing, four Btories. It is operated by the 
portable engine which stands on the east 
side of the building. Five workmen hac 
gone to the top of the bnilding in safety 
on the platform of the elevator and the 
platform had been lowered to take np 
three hods of briok. As tbe platform be- 
gan to move upward James Lanx, who 
was passing through the hall, got on i 
for a ride to the top, and just as the plat- 
form reached the top iioor the wire oable 
broke and the platform, the brick ant 
James went to the bottom, landing in 
the basement on a pile of loose boards 
which served in a measure to break the 
force of the fall. Mr. and Mrs, Laux eaw 
the elevator fall and Mra. Limx was sure 
she saw her BOD on the platform as i 
flashed to the basement. 
Mr. Lanx 


ruehed tn the cellar and round his son 
lying on his side bndly bruised bat con 
scions, James was carried to the family 
room and Dr. W. J. Chenoweth wa 
called in. 
The boy was pale from the 


awful shock' and was in considerable 
pain. 
The examination disclosed the 


remarkable and very gratifying fact tha 
James had not received any fracture 
whatever. Ho had fallen upon his righ 
side and there were cuts and bruises on 
his right hip and log, a out on his righ 
arm and a scratch on the left side of tbe 
face, but otherwise there were no visible 
injuries.

found James lying upon a bed, attendee 
by his parents, his sisters and lady 
friends, who were giving him the best o 
attention. The boy was still in pain, an< 
rolled about as though suffering with a 
nervous attack, He will doubtless re 
cover.

he was jast getting ready to poll the 
lever to stop the elevator at the fonrtl 
Btory when he felt the oable Blacken anc 
then in a dash he knew the cable hac 
parted. He was powerless to avert the 
accident. It is quite evident from tbi 
appearance of the cable at the point 
where it separated that it had shown 
wear for some days. 
That its insecure 


condition should have been over-looket 
until an accident happened is rather 
strange. Had the oable broken when 
the live workmen were drawn up a fatal 
ity must certainly have resulted.

The Qermua Lutheran - phuroh 


Trouble. 


There baa been some misunderstanding 


in the Qerman Lutheran society, tbe re- 
ports ol which have been somewhat mis- 
leading. The facts in tbe matter are 
that tbe society consists ot Germane anc 
Poles, the proportion being about one o 
the former to two of tbe latter. Tbe 
ohurob is situated on West Wood stree 
and the Germane, wbo were the original 
founders of the society, live within oon 
venient distances of tbe church, wbili 
tbe Poles, wbo have come in later, live in 
tbe far northeast part ot the city, at an 
inconvenient distance from the church 
Being in the majority it was natural tba 
tbe Poles should be suspected of bavin, 
a deai-e to remove the ohurob to a mor 
convenient place for themselves. Tbi 
suspicion led to what at one time looker 
like a serious misunderstanding, This 
situation grew out ot an effort to raise 
funds to repair tbeobnroh, which led to a 
investigation of the records in the recorc 
er's office. It was there found that th 
society as originally organized «nt 
which the rights of property were, by law 
vested was "The German Evangelioa 
Lutheran St. Paul's congregation," or 
ganized June 15, 1864. Bnbseqnentl 
tbe society changed the name to "Th 
German Lutheran Zion's Congregation, 
and under this name had acquired titl 
to lot 13 in block No. 15, of Allen, Mo 
Reynolds & Co.'s addition to Deoatn 
near Broadway, on East Prairie street 
When it was proposed to resolve th 
society into its original name, by whic 
tbe title to the property on which tb 
church stands is lawfully beld, so as t 
secure the society in its legal rights, th 
suspicion became current that this wa 
simply a move to put the property rights 
in shape to be controlled by the Poles 
Mutual friends interfered and tbe resul 
has been that the society on Jane 1 
voted to change tbe name back to th 
original name. It also authorized th 
trustees to deed the Prairie street lot t 
Eokard Stine, to be beld by him in true 
until the change of name should b. 
legally consummated, when be ehoul 
deed it to tbe German Evangelical Si 
Paul's Congregation. This Mr. Stine dii 
August 20. In addition to all this, t 
show the utmost good faith, the constitn 
tion was so amended as to require th 
vote of two-thirds to adopt any proposi 
tion to remove, transfer or repair thi 
church property, and in addition to thi< 
the Polish members passed a resolution 
which bos been spread upon tbe chnrol 
records, in which they stipulate that they 
will not, so long as the present name o 
the Bociety is retained, vote to build i 
now church, should it be deemed neces 
sary to build one, further east than 
Broadway street ncr further north than 
Eldorado street. Some of the German 
are still, however, inclined to go off by 
themselves, but this move bos not ye 
assumed any definite shape, and the 
otmnces are will not be effected.
